poaching 


MONTMORENCY 
COUNTY — Michigan conser- 
vation officers in the north- 
ern Lower Peninsula are 
investigating the illegal 
killing of two bull elk, north 
of Atlanta. 

The carcasses of the two 
animals were discovered Sat- 
urday, Nov. 17, off Mont- 
morency County Road 622, 
near Roth Road. The location 
is about 7 miles north of At- 
lanta, just south of Clear 
Lake State Park. 

“Both elk were shot, likely 
sometime around Nov. 15,” 
said Lt. James Gorno, a dis- 
trict law supervisor with the 
Michigan Department of Nat- 
ural Resources in Gaylord. “If 
anyone saw anything or has 
any information that would 
assist with the investigation, 
we'd like to hear from them.” 

Tips may be left anony- 
mously, and monetary re- 
wards often are offered for 
information that leads to the 
arrest of violators.

The proposed changes include: 

Adding roads that previously 
were unmapped. 

Deleting mapped roads that no 
longer exist. 

Closing roads to conventional 
vehicle use (including ORVs); clos- 
ing roads only to ORV use, and 
opening roads to ORV use. 

The public can view specific lo- 
cations of proposed changes by 
using the interactive web map or 
by viewing printable maps avail- 
able at michigan.gov/forestroads.

Overall, the proposed changes 
include an increase of 26 miles of 
total state forest roads in the 
northern Lower Peninsula to 
bring the total mileage up to 7,578 
miles. The proposed revisions also 
include a total of 6,339.5 miles of 


those roads being open to ORV use, 
which is up 31.5 miles over the 
6,308 miles that are currently open. 
These changes are the result of 
more accurate reviews being com- 
pleted on the ground by DNR staff 
as part of forest inventory efforts, 


posed changes will be accepted via 
email and online until Dec. 7. Send 
emails to DNR-RoadInventoryPro- 
ject@michigan.gov or comment 
via the online map at 
michigan.gov/forestroads. Instruc- 
tions are available on the website. 

Public comment also will be ac- 
cepted at the January meeting of 
the Michigan Natural Resources 
Commission, where the state for- 
est road proposals will be before 
the DNR director for information, 
and at the February commission 
meeting, when the DNR director is 
expected to decide. New maps 
showing state forest roads and 
whether they are open or closed to

How can you tell if 


Each year many hunters harvest 
buck fawns, commonly called "but- 
ton bucks," on antlerless deer li- 
censes. Though legal, harvesting 
these deer may reduce the number 
of antlered bucks the following 
year. By learning the difference be- 
tween adult does and buck fawns 
and observing the following sug- 
gestions, hunters can make a con- 
scious choice about whether to 
harvest a buck fawn. 

* Look at body shapes of deer. 
Adult does are different in shape 
from juvenile deer. The mature doe 
is rectangular in shape with a long 
neck and face. Fawns are square- 
shaped and have a short neck and 
face. 

* Button bucks often travel 
alone, but adult does rarely do. 
Consider this when you observe a 
single antlerless deer. 

* Wait until more than three 


deer are together; then harvest 
one of the larger antlerless deer. 

* Tf two juvenile deer are with- 
out an adult, one will probably be 
a button buck. Normally the young 
male is larger than the female and 
may be mistaken for an adult doe 
because of its larger size. Look at 
the head of the deer. A doe's head 
is normally more rounded on top 
between the ears, and a buck's 
head is flattened by the base of the 
antlers. 

* Look closely with binoculars 
for the antler bases on button 
bucks. 

* Wait until the deer are stand- 
ing or moving slowly. It is easier to 
identify sex and age when deer are 
not running or moving fast. 

* Shoot with good visibility. Poor 
light and heavy cover make it diffi- 
cult to determine sex and age.
